and ſhall forme them under-Command, into two troopes of 
horſe not exceeding 100. in each troope beſides Officers, in 

augmentation of the Lord Generals owne Regiment ; which 

Officers ſo reformed, and attending the ſervice, ſhall have ſuch 

 entertainments, and in ſuch manner as is hercafrer expreſſed, 

that is to ſay, the ſaid Officers reſpeRively according to the 

quality of their late imployment, ſhall each of them reſpe-
